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This bulletin presents information (subject to revision) concerning 
livestock numbers in South Australia at 31st March 1964 and gives particulars of dairy 
production, the wool clip, and livestock slaughterings, for the year 1963-64. 
Particulars of horses were not collected in 1964. Most of the details have been 
compiled from information obtained in the annual collection of agricultural, pastoral, 
and dairying statistics. For comparison, figures for preceding years are also shown.

Details of cattle at 31st March 1964 were collected on a basis 
different from previous years and only the total number of cattle should be directly 
compared with numbers given for the years 1962 and 1963.
